Statement of servtces for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Shri Pradeep Kumar Gupta, Sub-Inspector of Delhi Police, 
was PSO to Late Shri Rajiv Gandhi, former Prime Minister 
of India. He accompanied Shri Gandhi on his tours abroad 
as also his tours in India and shadowed him in the classic 
manner of a PSO working round the clock. 

On the evening of 21st May, 1991, Shri Rajiv Gandhi, 
during his election tour to Tamil Nadu, landed at the Madras 
Airport, from where he drove to Sriperumbudur and reached 
there at 10.15 p.m. Shri Gupla as usual, shadowed him- re¬ 
maining by his side in close proximity. Shi i Rajiv Gandhi 
kept moving towards the dais accepting greetings from the 
crowd and garlands or flowers from people lined up on the 
either side of the appioach to the dais. Shri Gupta alert and 
mindful of threat to the security of both Shri Gandhi and 
himself, kept moving alongwith him when all of a sudden 
there was a poweiful explosion, a few feet away from the 
dais instantly killing Shri Rajiv Gandhi and Shri Gupta. 

Shri Gupta made supreme sacrifice in the line of his duty. 
He was all along aware of the serious threat to the life of 
Shri Rajiv Gandhi, and as his PSO to his own life and 
unmindful of all this, he shadowed Shri Gandhi till the very 
last. 

In this incident Shri Pradeep Kumar Gupta, Sub-Inspector 
of Police displayed courage and devotion to duty of a very 
high order and laid down his life in the perfoimance of his 
duty. 

This award is made for gallantry undei uile 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from 21st May, 1991.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 


On the 19th June, 1988 at about 2.00 PM the Police party 
of Police Station. Sirhind received information that some 
extremists were taking shelter in the farm house of one 
Jaswant Singh. On receipt of this information Shri Kulwant 
Singh, Inspector of Police, C.I.A., Sirhind alongwith a Police 
Hjarty (including Constable Sucha Singh) and two Sections 
^ Central Reserve Police Force went to the place of 
h rig and cordoned the farm house. On seeing the Police 
the rmers working in the nearby fields and the residents of 
nearby houses started fleeing, which distrubed the Police 
action and the extremists hiding in the farm house also came 
to know about the presence of police. Seeing a commotion 
around, the extremists started indiscriminate firing on the 
police personnel while fleeing. There were thick green crops 
all-around and the extremists used hit and ran tactis. The 
Police party had to perform very difficult task of persuading 
the people not to ran but to stay at safer places, to defend 
themselves from the gun tottering extremists. The Police 
party led by Inspector Kulwant Singh took a bold decision 
and sent ahead in the face of bullets fired by extremists at 
the risk of their own lives. In the exchange of fire one ex¬ 
tremist was seriously injured while fleeing, fell in the 
gieen field and from there he kept on firing on the Police 
party. The remaining two extiemists while running fired 
indiscriminately at Coustable Sucha Singh and another Cons¬ 
table who were chasing them, In the exchange of fire 
Constable Sucha Singh was hit by a volley of bullets and 
died while fighting with the extremists. 

In the meantime Inspector Kulwant Singh alongwith one 
Constable engaged the injured extremist lying In Chari 
Field. When the injured terrorist stopped firing, Inspector 
Kulwant Singh went near the terrorist to see if he was 
dead, the terrorist fired a volley of shots in him which took 
his life. One extremist was killed in the encounter who was 
later identified as Mangal Singh. 
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In this encounter, Shrl Kulwant Singh, Inspector of Police 
and Shti Sucha Singh, Contable displayed conspicuous gallan¬ 
try, courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of Police Medal and consequently 
carry with them the special allowance admissible under rule 
5, with effect from the 19th June, 1968.
